Press.| Public sentiment, which 
wrought up highly here today by the

| execution of the murderer, Neal, was 


roused to a higher pitch when the re- 
port became current that little Lizzie 
Yates, the five-year-old victim of the 
lustful assault by Joe Coe, a disrepu- 
table negro, had died. “We will lynch 
the nigger,’’ was soon heard on every 
side, and it was evident the people 
meant whatthey said. Tonight there 
suddenly came a sound of a great crowd 
of men hurrying along the paved streets 
toward the County Jail, andin a remark- 
ably short time that building was sur- 
rounded. There was no organization 
apparent. No leader seemed to con- 
trol the crowd. Yells filled the air, 
hundreds shouting at once what to do. 
The mob stood irresolute for some 
time and in the meanwhile a few po- 
licemen and a force of deputy sheriffs 
was concentrated. A rush was then 
made for the South-street doarof the 
jail, but the crowd was . stopped 
by a glittering revolver vin the 
hands of Police Capt. Cornack, 
who asked what they wanted. 
‘‘We want.that d—d nigger,’’ was the 
reply, ‘‘And we will get him. Get out 
of the bg ‘If you take a step this 
way I will kill you,” said the Captain, 
and his nerve had the due effect. The 
crowd retreated. Then sledges were 
brought and the east door was assailed. 
This was built of strong steel Jattice, 
and once inside, four similar doors 
must be broken through. Nothin 
daunted, they attacked ‘the door with 


power-house of the cable road and 
dragged up heavy steel rails, while 
others cut all telephone wires. Then 
ex-Gov. Boyd appeared, pushed his way 
through the crowd to the door and 
shouted: ‘It will be a disgrace to 
Omaha and I implore you to be qulet 
and desist from your unlawful efforts! 
Let the law take its due course!’’ His 
words were cut off by a man who 
shouted: ‘You’re not Governor here; 
get out! Go attend to your opera- 
house,’’ and smash went the steel rail 
against the steel door. 

In five minutes the door was open and 
a second one assailed. During this 
time Omaha's police force of ninety 
men gathered, but concentration was 
impossible. The officers were lost in 


the crowd. Some one suggested that]: 


the fire department be called out and 
the hose turned on, but it was not the 
kind of a mob that melts. The firemen 
came and laid the hose, whereupon the 
crowd carried the hose up and drove 
the firemen away. They were after the 

It did not take the crowd™tong—after 
the second door was passed to effect an 
entrance to the huge steel cage in 
which the cells are located. There, 
wrapped in a blanket, was the colored, 
trembling wretch for whom the lynch- 
ers sought. 
was sent up by the leaders who called 
for tools to cut into the cage. Yell 
after yell of triumph went up from the 
outside and soon sledges and cold 
chisels were in the hands of those near- 


the cage. 


In the meantime the police under 
Chief Seavy undertook to mass at the 
jail entrance. The crowd surged up, 
picked up the police and carried them 
to the edge of the yard. There they 
stayed. Then the work went on. 

Inside the cage the negro begged and 
pled. He insisted that he was charged 
with burglary. ‘D—n you, we will 
burglary you!’’ came the response. He 
prayed and cried and rolled on 
the floor in terror. His shrieks 
for mercy were answered with 
blows that brought his executioners 
nearer. At this time the door was 
open. Then, with ome last yell of ter- 
ror, the negro was seized by the hands 


of men eager for his blood. and thrust’ 


through the corridor. Here men to 
identify him were called for as it ‘was 
determined to make no. mistake. So 
on pressed those who knew him and his 
doom was sealed. 

Coe got a thousand curses and a blow 
for every curse. There is a:'driveway 
fifty yards long leading from the jail to 
the intersection of Seventeenth and 
Harney streets. This is paved with 
rough granite and over it the unfortu- 


nate wretch was draggedby' his captors. 


Since he reached the door he had not 


spoken a word and in all probability was 


unconscious if not dead by the time the 


-street was reached. A rope was thrown 


over the trolly wire of the electric car 
line ‘and in a minute high in the air 


there swung the lifeless form oft he col- 


ored fiend.

THE SEAL FISHERIES. 


Too Much Theorizing and Too Little 
Practice In the Matter. 

New York, Oct. 9.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] ‘There has been too much 
science and not enough common sense 
in treating the subject of seal life in the 
Bering Sea.’’ The, speaker, according 


to a Washington special printed today, 


was Special Agent Williams of the 
Treasury Department, who was sent to 
Alaskan waters last spring to superin- 
tend the killing of seals on the Priby- 
loff Islands. The correspondent had 
been speaking with him about the re- 
port made by Prof. Elliott of the 
Smithsonion Institution wherein he con- 
tends that the method of killing seals 
on landis more destructive than deep 
sea poaching. “There. is no tronble 
about killingon land,’ Williams. went 
on. ‘‘Itis the deep sca, pelagic sealing, 
as it is called, thatis so rapidly dec- 
imating the animals.” 

Williams did not think the price of 
seal skins had avanced within the last 
few days or that there was ascarcity of 
skins. In regard to the methods neces- 
sary to prevent poachiug the inspector 
said: ‘Itcan only be prevented by 
some,sort of international agreement 
that will permit us toseize not only any 
vessel found sealing in Bering Sea but 
any vessel» having skins on _ board. 
Armed with those instructions a few 
vessels could patrol those waters suc- 
cessfully, The three-mile limit is no 
special protection to us. It is a com- 
paratively easy matter for schooners to 
run in close to the rocks on foggy nights 
and send a boat ashore and kill seals in 
their rookeries.’’ 

When asked if the seals were disap- 
pearing he said: ‘There is no doubt 


‘that unless’ some measure of protection. 


is afforded them sealing will soon be- 
come a lost industry.”’

Lonpon, Oct. 9.—[Copyright, 1891. 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
At no time since the break-up of the 
Liberal party on Gladstode’s introduc- 
tion of the Home Rule Bill, have polit- 
ical circles been in such a state of fer- 
ment asnow. The question of the suc- 
cession to the leadership, made vacant 
by the death of William Henry Smith. 
excites hopes and fears of Conserva- 
tives and Liberals alike. Parnell’s dis- 
appearance from the field of politics 
adds to the perplexity and heightens 
the interest of the situation. Mem- 
bers of the Carlton Club refuse to be- 
lieve that Salisbury will appoint 
Goschen to Smith's position despite the 
open declaration made by friends of 
Goschen, that if he is passed over he 
will resign his place in the government. 
The Liberals earnestly desire Goschen, 
knowing that they could rely on his con- 


. duct as a leader to precipitate a disso- 


lution of Parliament. 

From a minister not in the cabinet, 
but thoroughly versed in the situation, 
Ilearn that the whole official circle 
concurs in the desirability that Sir 
Michael Hicks Beach succeed to the 
leadership. Balfour himself advocates 
that appointment and says his own 
hands are too full with the Irish gov- 
ernment bill. Lord Salisbury keeps 
silent, dreading a breach with Goschen 
and the Unionists and equally fears the 
exasperation of the Conservatives if he 
places Goschen. 

The attitude. of leading Parnellites 
‘puts beyond doubt their determination 
to maintain a conflict with the followers 
of Justin McCafthy. The talk of the 
Irish group im the National Liberal 
Club indicates the existence of a pro- 
posal to avoid a contest by giving the 
Cork seat to a Parnellite and Kilkenny 
toan adherent of McCarthy. The camp 
of the Parnellites is against any com- 
promise. Want of ara alone is likely 
to dampen their combative ardor. 

In relation to the Paris fund there 
was a queer rumor. It will be found so 
depleted that there is almost nothing 
left. Mr. Parnell’s personal finances, 
as is well known, were seriously re- 
duced during the past two years. <A 
few weeks before his death he came to 
London seeking an extension of time on 
several bills. He was not extravagant 
personaly but he beggared himself in 


his secret expenditures in the cause of 
home rule. 
Mention of the name John Red- 


mond agga sectional leader arises from 
Parnell’s recent confiding to him of the 
conduct of the campaign in great Brit- 
ain. It is improbable that the section 
will recognize this as sufficient to give 
Redmond the right toleadership. Their 
dilemma leads the name of William 
Shaw tobe again heard. Ifthe Parnell- 
ites resort to his advice he will in- 
stantly urge instant cessation of sec- 
tional strife and the reunion of the 
party onabasis of the policy of the 
majority.

THE BANKRUPT BANKER. 


President Dill of Clearfield Shown Up in 
Bad Light. 


(Pa.,) Oct. 9.—[{By the 


Associated Press.}| The preliminary’ 
hearing of President Dill of the defunct 
banking institutions of Clearfield and 
Houtsdale, took place this afternoon. 

Bookkeeper Bloom recognized an en- 
tryin the journal of July 14 as being 
in Dint's handwriting.

Another 
warrant was then served, charging 
Dill with embezzling $76,000 from the

A ROYAL FUNERAL. 


The German Emperor Attends King 
Karl’s Funeral. 


A Representative of cate? Czar of Russia 
Also Present—I sing Ceremo- 
nies Attending ‘the Seryises 

—Moved to Tears. 


By Telegraph*to The Times. 

StutTtaart, Oct. 9.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Emperor of Germany 
arrived here today, his visit to the 
capital of this kingdom being for the 


purpose of attending the funeral of the — 


late king. 

Shortly after reaching Stuttgart the 
Emperor, accompanied by the notabili- 
ties who welcomed him, proceeded to 
the castle and entered the hall where 
the remains of King Karl were lying in 
state. The Emperor then laid a magni- 
ficent wreath of flowers upon the 
casket and knelt in prayer beside the 
remains of the dead ruler. 

Grand Duke Michael of Russia ar- 
rived to attend the funeral as a repre- 
sentative of the Czar. 

The funeral ceremonies took place at 
10 o’clock. A memorial service was 
held in the marble room by the royal 
family of Wurtemberg. The Emperor 
of Germany, Prince Henry of Prussia, 
the diplomatic corps, ministry, all 
prominent public officials, a number of 
generals and reprensatnttves of the 
clergy of high rank from all parts of the 
empire were present. At theconclnsion 
of the service the casket was placed in 
a richly draped funeral car and con- 
veyed, followed by the mourning nobili- 
ties, to the old castle of the Kings of 
Wurtemberg. The last services were 
held in the chapel there. 

The court chaplain during his remarks 


eulogized the noble qualities of the dead — 


monarch. So touching were his refer- 
ences to the dead that many of those 
present wept, including the Emperor of 
Germany, King William of Wurtemberg 
and Queen Charlotte. 


The Searles Case. ‘

THE proposition for the city to estab- 
lish water works of its own to supply 
the western hills is not dead, nor is it 
exactly sleeping.

Grant has never been given, andthe 
world will treasure it as a modern 
classic. 


Apropos of the movement recently 
started to drive disreputable houses 
from New High street, it may be sug- 
gested that a general movement on the 
part of such places might be inanugu- 


rated with great ‘benefit to the city.

In an ordinary steam-driven 
dynamo, the electrical energy devel- 
oped is only 6.4 per cent. of the energy 
existing in the coal burnt in the firebox. 
Prof. Guicher has constructed a battery 
consisting of tubes of nickel anda 
special antimonial alloy. This devel- 
-ops from the heat of 74 cubic feet of 
gas per hour 1.08 percent. of efti- 
ciency, or three times that of existing 
thermo-batteries. Prof. Guicher hopes 
to produce cells which are the outcome 
of later researches in which the effi- 
ciency will be raised to over 5 per cent., 
thus almost competing with.the dynamo. 
When it comes to developing electricity 
direct from heat and without the inter- 
vention of expensive machinery and 
power, the mechanical world will 
gird up its loins and go forth con- 
quering and to conquer.

Some Plain Talk About California 
Wines. 
. The one industry of California which 
seems to have languished for several 
years, with slight prospects of better- 
ment, is that of wine making. The 
several conditions which have _ con- 
tributed to bring about this depression 
are: Firs@insufficient market; second, 
low prices; third, the loss of many 
vineyards by the vine disease, which, 
for lack of a better name, has been 
called mal nero. Inour section of the 
State the raisin-growing industry has 
suffered more than wine making, and in 
some localities Muscat.vines have been 
literally exterminated, It is believed, 
however, that the, ravages of the mys- 


\terious disease have sustained a check 


from natural causes; at any rate, we 
hear little complaint about it now-a- 
days, and vine planting, for raisins at 
least, is again the order of the day. 

If, now, a more satisfactory condition 
of the market could be brought about, 
there would be a good chance forewine 
making to rally. 

Vignerons have récently found some 
encouragement in the shipment of ten 
carloads of wine from Napa to New 
York, en route for France. This, we 
are told, is only the. advance shipment 
of 800 punchecns, or: 186,000 gallons

tracted for by French houses in Paris. 

The use to be made of this wine is 
obvious. It will be employed for blend- 
ing with the lighter French products. 
It will be decanted 
and. put up in bottles under popular 
French labels, anda good share of it 
will doubtless be shipped back to this 
country. ‘The Frenchmen pay for this 
wine about 33 centsa gallon, but the 
cost of cooperage (5 to 6 cents a gal- 
lon) must be deducted, so that “it nets 
the California seller 27 to 28 cents. If 
the producer gets 23 or 24 cents 
a gallon, out of it, he’ probably 
considers that he has done 
under the circumstances. With freight 
added, the French buyer getsthe wine 
at about. 40 cents a gallon. Thatis 
10 o cents a quart. After he gets 


more wine than he started with, and it 
will have a decidedly improved market 
value; so he makes a profit both ways. 
When he ships the wine back‘to America 
under French labels he will realize 
frem three to ten timesas much as he 
paid for the original stock. 

According to our way of thinking, 
‘the wine men of California have little 
to congratulate themselves upon in 
this sale to France, nor should they 
hang any h@pes of great prosperity to 
their industry upon the opening up of 
such channels of trade. They are simply 
selling their birth-right for a mess of 
pottage. They are paying tribute to 
French genius or French humbug ang 
thereby acknowledging their own 
lack of capacity. If California vineyard- 
ists choose to make, themselves hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for the 
French wine doctors, we suppose it is 
their own affair: but patriotic Califor- 
nians, who want the State to make the 
most of all her opportunities, hate to 
see it. 

The question naturally arises, why is 
it necessary for the California producer 
to sell wine at 23 to 24 centsa gallon? 
And the obvious answer is that he can’t 
get anv more forit. Why? Because it 
is not of a quality to command a better 
price. Why is .it not of. a better quali- 
ty? Is there any inherent defect in our 
grapes? 
ifornians do not know how to make bet- 
ter wines, and they. refuse to learn. 
There is the rub. That is why they 
have to imitate the policy of Great Brit- 
ain in her earlier history when it was 
said that she sold a hide fora shilling 
‘and bought the tail back’for a pound. 


grapes it is because they are too strong 
in saccharine properties, producing an 
excess of alcohol. The very exuberance 
of nature in providing us with all-the- 
year-round sunshine, anda virgin soil of 
great richness, militatesagainst ts. In 
Europe, with their worn-out soils and 
their weeping, sunless skies, the trouble 
is just the opposite. Their wines are 
too light and need fortifying. Hence 
the good use.which they ~make -of our 
California product. Why should we 
furnish strength to be blended with 
their weakness, and let them have all 
the profits? 

The fact is, there is no inherent de- 
fect in California grapes that cannot be 
remedied in the manufacture. We be- 
lieve that this State will yet produce 
as fine wines as the world 
has ever seen; but this. will only 
thorough 
study of our own conditions of 
production, the varieties best adapted 
to our climate and the methods 
of manufacttre- whick suit our own 
particular requirements. If. foreigners 
can successfully blend the wines from 
our cellars, why can't we successfully 
blend them in the manufacture? If it 
can’t be done in any other way, what's 
the matter with importing a lot of their 
French and German stuff for the pur- 
pose? Or, when it comes to that, there 
are great possibilities in water! 

If we were asked to focus our criti- 
cism of California wine-makersin a 
single sentence, we would say that they 
have made the fatal mistake of trying 
to commence the industry at the wrong

A Review of Education, in America 
Since 1840. 


Proportion of School Enrollment to Pop- 
ulation—Relations of White and 
Colored Attendance in 

the South. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WasHINGTON, Oct. 9.—[By Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Census Bureau has 
issued an extra bulletin on education, 
The total school enrollment for the 
United States July 1, this year, was 
about 14,220,000. The total public 
school enrollment, including about 65,- 
000 in universities, etc., was 12,730,- 
000; in private and parochial schools 
not far from 750,000 each. The 
table gives the national population and 
school enrollment .of each de- 
cade from -1840, when the first 
educational census was taken showing 
a gain of school enrollment from 1850 
to 1870 of 97.94 per cent. From 
(1870 to.1890 of 97.21 per cent.. in-. 
dicating nearly the same relations of 
population and school enrollment in 
each period, notwithstatanding the 
great local changes. | 

The relations of the white and col- 
ored attendants inthe South, fill two 
tables, indicating 21.68 per cent. of 
white and 18.59 percent. of the col- 
ored population enrolled in school in the 
census year, while the gain over 1880 
was 45.91 per cent. for whites and 
61.58 per cent. for colored.

Important Concession Granted for a New 
Line Through Rich Country.

The Mexican govern- 
ment has just granted a concession fora 
standard guage railway about 350 miles 
long from the City of Mexico to a town 
of the Pacific Coast on Palisada Bay, 
and the letting of the contract will take 
place during the present month. The 
road will traverse what has been con- 
sidered the richest mineral section of 
Qld Mexico, which not only promises 
silver, gold and lead ore, but has also 
large agricultural and timber resources. 
In addition to the local trafiic it is be- 
lieved that this line will secure a large 
transcontinental patronage, as it will 
offer the shortest route between Austra- 
lia and Europe.

Effect of the Rio ae Matter on 
This Coast. 


The Telegraphers and the Southern Pa-_ 
cific — Two Minor Accidents—Gen- 
» eral Local and Personal Rail- 
road Mention. 


It is stated that the acquisition of the 
control of the Denver and Rio Grande 
by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
system will exerta greater influence 
in stimulating the extensions of other 
western systems on to the Pacific Coast 

‘than any deal that has occurred fora 
long time. As long as the Denver and 
Rio Grande remained independent prop- 
erty, willing to distribute its business 
among all eastern connections on prac- 
tically the sameterms, a reasonable de- 
gree of: content reigned among them, 
but the acquisition of’ the property by 
the Atchison completely changes the 
whole situation at Denver. That -sys- 
tem now has complete. control 
of the Colorado-Utah traffic, save 
that attainable by the. indirect 
Union Pacific route. It will be 
quite natural for the Atchison to divert 
to its own road an increasing per cent. 
of the Denver and Rio Grande traffic. 
The diversion may be sudden and com- 
plete or it may be gradual. In any 
event the business will ultimately roll 
mainly over the Atchison tracks. The 
natural result of this will be to compel 
competing roads to build extensions and 
connecting lines for their own protec- 
tion. If this arrangement lasts long 
enough to bring about the impending 
struggle for business California will 
have more competing lines.

THe BEACH BOULEVARD, 


The all-absorbing topic of the day ‘in 
Santa Barbara just now is the one of a 
beach boulevard. This question has been 
occupying the public mind here for weeks 
and months, and the end is not yet. Every- 
body wants a boulevard: thatymuch is cer- 
tain: but itseems difficult for the public to 
agree as to the kind of a boulevard to build. 
Planaiter plan has been suggested and 
dropped: stone, timber, shale and bitumen 
have had consideration at different times. 


| Notonly have a large number. of plans becn 


considered but locations. or rather exten- 
sions have come in for 
the general discussion. The residents 
east of the Estero and. the people 
of Montecito are very anxious. to have 
the proposed boulevard extended to 
the high ‘point of land just west of the 
cemetery. Itis said that large donations 
will be offered in the way of land and labor 
in case the East Side extension is adopted. 
The City Council, atits last meeting, took 
the preliminary “steps in the matter by 
adopting City Engineer Harrington's plans 
fora redwood bulkhead boulevard between 
State street and Dibblee’s Point. The plan 
Was opposed by two members of the Coun- 
cil as unsatisfactory, and it required the 
casting,vote of Mayor Barber to adopt it, 
Councilman Sherman being absent, 

Realizing thatin case Mr. Sherman was 
opposed to this plan the scheme might be 
reconsidered or rescinded at a subsequent 
mecting, THE TIMES correspondent called 
onthat gentleman for anexpression of his 
views on the subject. 

The Councilman said that he was glad of 
an opportunity to tell what he thought 
about the matter through TnE Timgs: for, 
sayshe: ‘A mistake has been made,.in my 
judgment, in adopting that bulkhead plan, 


that is the plan for a straight line boule- }: 
vard, which, in places, will come down to 


the water's edge, at low tide, and will 


therefore require much money in order to 


raise the grade above high-water mark. 
This is the absurd partofthescheme. Why 
not remain on the bank above the water as 
much as possibie and on a line with the 
natural curve of the sea*’’ There is no 
merit ina straight line driveway; 
contrary, curves are said to be beauties in 
boulevards. Not only is this feature of the 
plan objectionable and unnecessarily ex- 
pensive, but the scheme of making a boule- 
vard with rotten shale for a surface, will 
never do. It would be a disgrace td the 
town and in a short time would be the 
worst driveway in it. My idea is to save 
the money necessary to make that fill and 
heady bulkhead by constructing our boule- 
vard on the grade already nearly high 
enough, and put the saving into enough as- 
phaltum to cOver the shale, some two 
inches thick, and thus complete a drivew ay 
as good, if not better. than State strect. 

‘The utility of putting asphaltum on 
shale is demonstrated at De la Guerra 
street where it was placed last winter. I 
know that many persons. are in a great 
hurry for the boulevard enterprise, but it 


would be folly for us to rush into an expen- | 


sive improvement and then soon afterward 
regret our action and make ourselves the 
laughing stock in time to come. I shall ad- 
vocate my plans at our-next meeting and 
am sure of support enough to, at least, 
undo what has already been done amiss.’

CAN WE MAKE IT RAIN? 


Gen. Dyrenforth Describes His 
Recent Experiments. 


Bringing Copious Showers on the 
Staked Plains of Texas 


By the Process of Simulating the Can- | 


nonading of a Battle. 


Booming Batteries and Bursting Balloons 
~—Refreshing Rains for Arid Re- 
gions Can be Brought 

as Wanted. 


In an article on the subject, ‘‘Can we 
m&akeit rain?’ written for the North 


| Americah Review, Robert G. Dyrenforth 
gives his own description of the recent. 


experiments made on the Staked Plains 
of Texas to decide on the efficiency of 
the new theory as applied to practice. 
He says: | | 

We began operations with the fol- 
lowing apparatus andmaterials: Sixty- 


eight explosive balloons 10 and 12 feet. 


in diameter, having a capacity of 526 
and 940 cubic feet each, respectively; 


| three large balloons for making ascen- 


sions; 20,000 pounds of iron borings 
and 16,000. pounds of sulphuric acid, 
together with generators and fittings 
for manufacturing 50,090 cubic feet of 
hydrogen gas; 2,500 pounds of 
powdered chlorate of potash; 
pounds of binoxide of manganese, with 
fifty retorts and suitable furnaces and 
fitttings for generating 12,000 cubic 
feet of oxygen gas. ! 

Material for making 100 strong 
cloth-covered kites was also brought 
from the East, as well as the ingre- 
dients for manufacturing several thou- 
sand pounds of rackarock powder and 
other high explosives. The party was 
also well supplied with electrical and 
meteorological instruments and appa- 
ratus. 

The plan of operation was somewhat 
as follows: Three lines were to be 
formed, each some two miles in length, 
and placed about'one-halt mile aparft. 
The first line tothe windward was to 
consist of a large number of ground bat- 
teries, where heavy charges of dynamite 
and raekarock powder would be fired at 
frequent intervals. The next line to 
the rear was to consist of a num- 
ber of kites flown to a  con- 
siderable height by electric wires, 
bearing dynamite cartridges suspended 
from them, to be fired high in the air. 
The third and main line wasto consist 
of explosive balloons which would pro- 
duce terrific ‘‘air-quakes’’ at intervals 
of one to two hours throughout the day 
or during the continuance of the opera- 
tion. In actual practice at the ‘‘C” 
ranch, the first line of explosives was 
operated as proposed, and on days when 


‘the other lines were notin operation, 
explosions were made along this line to. 


keep the weather in an unsettled state. 
The kites were found to be very difficult 
of operation in the prevailing high 
winds, which were constantly breaking 
the sticks of the kites or parting 
the 
were flown. This line was therefore 
the extent  pro- 
posed. The balloon line, was carried 
out as planned, though the explosions 


‘were separated by somewhat greater 


intervals than were at first intendel. 
The purpose was to imitate the effects 


of a great pattle as nearly as possible, | 
and in this I consider we succeeded ad- 


mirably. 

The first operation was made on Au- 
gust 9. At this time the balloon apara- 
tus had not been put up, and only the 
first line of ground explosions was 
brought intoaction. The ground bat- 
teries were operated for about an hour, 
beginning at 5 p.m. August 9, and re- 


opened again for a shorjertime at 7p.m. 


The weather was clearonthe 9th and 
the barometer stood at its normal 
height at 7 p.m. At noon onthe 10th 
clouds began to gather directly over the 
ranch, and during the afternoon and 
evening a very heavy rain fell—nearly 
two inches—transforming the  road- 
were into rushing torrents and every 
hollow of the prairie into a small lake. 

The next importaat operation Was 
performed on August 18; the explo- 
sions having been begun the evening 
previous, a large quantity of oxy-hydro- 
gen gas was used inthe balloon explo- 
sions, while the ground batteries were 
kept in almost constant action for 
twelve hours. The morning had 
dawned clear and beantiful, and neither 
the appearance of the atmosphere nor 
the readings of the instruments gave 
any indication of aught but the fairest 
weather. This gtate of the weather 


eontinued until late in the afternoon, 


when heavy clouds gathered and formed 
in the south and west, and at 5 p.m. 
the operators of the ground batteries, 
who had kept up their war until that 
time, were forced to run for shelter 
through a drenching rain, which fell in 
torrents for two and a half hours over 
the entire southern and eastern portion 
of Andrews county and most of Mid- 
land and those to the south and west 

The final operation of this series of 
experiments was begun at 11 a.m. on 
the 25th day of August. At 3:30 p. m. 
of that day the barometric curve indi- 
cated a pressure of 26.93 inches, which 
is slightly below the normal for that 
hour at this elevation and locality. 
where the barometer generally reads 
“very dry.”’ The wet-and-dry-bulb psy- 
chrometer indicated a relative humid- 
ity of only 16 deg. with the dew point 
at 42 deg. : 

The wind blew from the southeast 
(the usual direction) at a velocity of 
18.8 miles per hour. The sky was clear, 
except for a few very light, scattered 
cumulus clouds, which were estimated, 
by the movements of the balloons. to be 
at a height of more than two and one- 
half miles. 

Seven balloons, mostiy of the large 
size, were sent up in this operation. 
Two ten-foot balloons were exploded by 
means of electric cable at a height of 
1000 feet. but the explosions of the 
larger balloons were too terrific to be 
risked at so close a proximity, and they 
were therefore fitted with fuses. timed 
for two to six minutes, and allowed to 
attain altitudes of from one to three 
miles before exploding. 

The manner of operating the balloous 
was to fill them first to one-third their 
capacity by attaching them by pipes to 


| a number of retorts containing chlorate 


of potash and a small quantity of binox- 
ide of manganese, When these retorts 


| were passed through the flames of gaso- 


line furnaces set upin a large adobe 
workshop, the potash, being decomposed 
by the heat, gave off oxygen very rap- 
idly. The balloon was then attached to 
the hydrogen generators and the infla- 
tion was completed with hydrogen. 
The hydrogen apparatus consists of 
three forge tanks half full of water,

bottom, into which sulphuric acid is 
slowly decanted.’ The acid rapidly de, 
composes the water into its gaseous éle- 
ments, and the iron takes up the oxy- 
gen, leaving the hydrogen free to pass 
through a wash-barrel into the balloon. 
While the balloons were being filled 
and exploded a tremendous ‘‘cannonad- 
ing’’ was in progress all along the 
ground batteries, and late into the night 
| this firing was continued along a line a 
mile and a half in length. 


weary party immediately retired forthe 
;nhight. At Sa.m™m.. however, the heavy 
rolling of thunder disturbed the sleepers, 
and, looking out to the west and north, 
heavy banks of clouds were seen advanc- 
ing, almost constantly lighted by’ most 
brilliant lightning.

the most thorough watering they have 
had for the past three years, and the re- 
ports from incoming cowboys indicate 
that the storm extended over many 
hundreds of square miles. 

Gen. Dyrenforth concludes his inter- 
esting article by saying that in his 
opinion the experiments clearly demon- 
strate first, -that the concussions from 
explosions exert a marked and practi- 
cal effect upon the atmospheric condi: 
tions in producing or occasioning rain- 
fall, probably by disturbing the upper 
currents. Second, that when the at- 
mosphere is in a ‘‘threatening’’ condi- 
tion—which is frequently the case in 
most arid regions without any rain re- 
-sulting—rain can be caused to fall al- 
most immediately by jarring together 
the particles of moisture which hang in 
suspension in the air. This result was 
repeatedly effected during our opera- 
tions, the drops sometimes commencing 
to fall withintwelve seconds from” the 
moment of the initial explosion.

SOLOMON VS. RAMESES. 


Judge J. MeM. Shatter Polished 
Off as to His History. 


‘Rev. J. C. Fletcher Goes Down Into 
the Tomb of the Rameses. 


Remarks About Some Much-married 
Men of Old Times. © 


Solomon and Rameses as Temple-bullders 
—~Woman's Rights with Fifty- 
nine Wives on One 
Man's Hands. 


Los ANGELES, Oct. 9.—[To the Editor 
of Tur Times.| At the dedicatory exer- 
cises of the Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity, October 1, the San Francisco 
Chronicle, among other speeches, gives 
the following notice of one delivered 
on that occasion: 

James McM. Shafter, one of the trustees 
of the university, was next introduced and 
delivered alengthy address, in which he 
said thatthe massive structures reared by. 
Rameses and Solomon and other ancient 
rulers had crumbled into dust because their 
founders lacked the inspiration of true re- 
ligion and did not appreciate the true rights 
and duties of woman. He made an earnest 
appeal for the equality of the sexes before 
the law as well as in education, and was 
heartily applauded... There was one thing 
also Which he hoped to seetaughtin this 
institution. He was sorry to see embodied 
inour national Constitution the sophism 
that government derives its power from 
the consent of the governed, and hoped that 
the errorof this assertion would be im- 
pressed upon the students, 

The above may, in its very brevity, 
not give exactly what “up Shafter 
meats, but I notice that of his three 
stateménts two refer to Palestine and 
Egypt and the third to the United 
States. What he meant by this last 
about the ‘“‘sophism’’ Which “he was 
sorry to see embodied in our national 
Constitution.’’ I do not exactly know, 
but leave it to the polite editor of Tur 
Times. But I would like to say a few 
words on what I call the Palestine and 
Egyptian heads of Judge Shafter’s re- 
marks. Mr. Shafter stated that ‘’The 
massive structures reared by Rameses 
and Solomon and other ancient rulers 
had crumbled to dust, because their 
founders lacked the inspiration of true 
religion and did not appreciate the true 


rights and duties of women.’’ Let us 
speak of Solomon first. If any 
one in his. day had inspi- 
ration of true religion’ it was 


Solomon,—the third king of Israel, 
in his youth, or in the first years of his 
reign. No one can read the third 
chapter of First Kings without seeing 
that Selomon was a man that desired to 
follow the Lord’s way inall things. 
His prayer for ‘an’ understanding 
heart,’’ was answered by the Almighty 
in the remarkable words ‘Because 
thou has asked this thing....lo, 1 have 
given thee an understanding heart.’’ 
The result of his public acts in those 
first few years, or. particularly in his 
rendering justice, caused his people to 
be filled with the greatest reverence 


dom of God was in himto do judg- 
ment.’’ Weare furthermore told that 
“God gave Solomon wisdom and under- 
standing exceeding much, and large- 
néss of heart even as the sand that is 
on the sea-shore. And Solomon’s wis- 
dom excelled the wisdom of all the 


children of the east country, 
or all the wisdom of Egypt 
and his fame was in_ all the 


nations round about. And* he spake 
three thousand proverbs, and his songs 
were a thousand and five. . . . And 
there came all people to hear the wis- 
dom of Solomon, from all the kings of 
the earth, which had heard of his 
wisdom.”’ 

If Trustee J. McM. Shafter wants any 
further evidence against his (Shafter’s) 
notion that Solomon lacked in those 
early years of his reign ‘the inspjration 
of true religion.”’ let him read an ac- 
count of the dedication of the first tem- 
ple at Jerusalem in Kings and Chron- 
ictes, and he will there have a little en- 
lightenment on the subject. 

But Solomon was another manin re- 
gard to true religion in the greater part 
of his reign, just because he Jet the in- 
fluence of woman over him to be greater 
than that of God. If ever a poor fellow 
was dragged down into the very mire of 
misery and sin, it was because the 
women had too many rights over him. 
Moreover, not content with the 
women of his own nation, we 
find that he “loved many _ strange 
women,’’ and they were’ chosen 
from the very six nations whom God 
had especially interdicted the children 
of Israel from having any marital inter- 
course with. If Trustee Shafter wants 
any light on Sojomén’s true retigton 
and on the powerful influence of woman 
over Selomon, I will refer him to old 
Nehemizh’s summing up of the whole 
matter, when he says (Nehemiah 
13-26.) ‘Yet among many nations 
was there no king like Solomon, who 
was beloved of his God never- 
theless, even him did outlandish women 
cause to sin.”’ 

Now, as to Rameses, (there were no 
less than twelve of them, running over 
three centuries,) Mr. Shafter probably 
meant Rameses Ii—the Great. RKa- 
meses was like Solomon, *‘a very much- 
married man.’’ History records of him 
that he had fifty-nine sons and sixty- 
one daughters. who. of course, did not 
have one and the same mother. We 
are not told how many wives he had. 


was a most productive sire. 

Like Solomon, Rameses was a temple- 
builder, and during his lifetime he 
either built many entirely new temples, 
or made additions toold temples that 
were as large as the original structures 
by Rameses’ predecessors. From the 
very delta of the Nile. within sound of 
the Mediterranean waves, clear up into 
Nubia, are the massive and wonderful 
structures inscribed with the name of 
*Rauserma-Sotepenra” (Rameses II) 
and I could go nowhere in Egypt with- 
out seeing the name of this Pharaoh of 
the oppression: on statues, on obelisks, 
and on public buildings as well as on 
temples to the gods of Egypt. Some 
of these temples are so well preserved. 
that, notwithstanding their ruthless 
treatment by the Persians from Cam- 
byses (B. C. 527) to Darius Nothos— 
about ‘100 years—and under the incono- 
clastic Mohammedan rule, from A. D., 
640 until 1806, some of them could 
almost be used today for the purposes 
for which they were originally erected. 
The size of the temple of Solomon 
_is very small compared with some 
of. the temples either built” or 
added to by Rameses II; but the 
temple of Solomon wasin some respects 
the richest and most splendid the world 
has ever seen. Of the temple of Solo- 
mon—not aremnant of it exists above 


ground though some of the substruc- 
ture on account of the Phoenician char- 
-

He reigned no less than 67 years, and 


acters Inbised in the square blocks, are 
reasonably supposed to belong to Solo- 
mon's temple. Now Solomon did not 
lack ‘‘thé inspiratidn of true religion,’’ 
yet that did not save his magnificent 
building dedicated to the Lord God of 
Hosts; for a little more than 400 years’ 
after its dedication, “the holy house 
was burned and overthrown by the Baby- 
ionians and continued desolate for more 
than a century.’’ In regard to religious 
matters I consider myself one of the 
true-blue, old-fashioned Presbyterians, 
but I never considered bricks and mor- 
tar ofsuch a tremendous importance 
‘that they should resist the ordi- 
nary gnawing of the tooth® of 
time, because their bnilders either 
did or did not lack “the in- 
spiration ofwtrue religion."’ But what 
a contrast between Solomon's botiding 
and the temples of Rameses Il—of that 
Rameses who ordered the male children 
of Israel to be killed at birth, who in 
his lifetime was as unscrupniotis as the 
First Napoleon, and as superstitious as 
any man who ever sat upon a throne— 
in short, a man who decidedly ‘‘lacked 
the inspiration of true religion.’’ Ra- 
meses II lived about fonr centuries be- 
fore Solomon was born, and had been 
dead eight centuries when Solomon's . 
temple wasdestroyed. The magnificent 
temples of Abso Simbal, of the Rame- 
seum or Mémnonium at Thebes, of the 
quadrangular peristyle at Luxer, and 
the stupendous temple at Kurnak, aver- ° 
aging about 350 feet in width by 1100 
feet in length, to which Rameses made 
additions—to say nothing of nearly a 
score of other public buildings erected 
by Rameses Il—still attest that they 
have not ‘crumbled into dust because 
their founder lacked the inspiration of 
true religion.’’ 

I have not the time, and you have not 
the space, or I would show in regard to 
the other assertion of Trustee McM. 
Shafter in regard to ‘‘Rameses, Solo- 
mon and other ancient rulers,’’ that the |. 
Egyptians were of all ancient rulers 
those who esteemed woman the highest, 
gave her a place onthe throne, admit- 
ted her in the priesthood to the equality 
of man, and in many other ways showed 
that they did ‘appreciate the true 
rights and duties of woman.”’

Plans for a Substantial Business Block and 
Theater—General Notes. 

Mrs. Korbel is about to begin the 
erection of a handsome brick block on 
her property at the corner of State and 
First streets.

READ in an 
English paper the 
other day an ac- 
count of the gray, 
som ber and almost.

of Lord Tennyson, 
poet laureate of 
Enigland.

sion on the Isle 
of Wight with “warnings to trespass- 
ers,”’ declines to receive visitors, refuses to 
answer letters, and, save for contact with 
his own immediate family, is a hermit and 
a recluse. One person, however, is allowed 
te go and come freely, is welcome at any 
time and can bring abundant smiles to the 
melancholy visage of the genius who wrote 
“Locksley Hall” and the “Idyls of the 
King.” He is not the intellectual peer of

significant, but he has a bright wit anda 
clever hand. 
He is the village barber, and when he has 


trimmed “his ludship’s” hair and whiskers 


he lingers to gossip about the petty affairs 


of the neighborhood and todo tricks of 


legerdemain. The other evening he per- 
formed his crowning feat. He placed in 


the poét’s palin ten shillings and told him 


to hold them tightly. Soon after, when he 
demanded the money, the custodian could 
produce but eight of the silver pieces, 


much ‘to his own astonishment and the”® 


amusement of the family. ‘I don’t doubt 
yer honesty, my lord,” said the barber, 


* “but I gave you ten shillings. I will now 


try her ladyship,” and asa result the two 
missing coins were recovered. The highly 
favored tonsor déclares that when he bade 
his host good night the latter remarked, 
“Your feats are very clever, and it is a 
great credit to the village that it can boast 
of such talent.” 

The above is only an incident of the hour, 
but it, suggests atrain of thought.

posed as an author both of prose and verse; 
he has smoothed a plutocrat’s way te the 
tomb, and amused a poet laureate; he has 
chatted confidentially with presidents, 
statesmen and generals, and he stands 
ready now to shave you on trains or steam- 
boats, in palatial “studios” or basement 
shops, and at the same time to give you 
tips on the races, information about the 
weather or pointers regarding the trend of 
political events. Yes, and when you dic 
he will prepare you for: the funeral and

ASHBY ST. LEDGERS, Sept. 2.—One feels 
quite a prideful thrill-of original discovery 
ifhe can hit upon object or place in all 
Europe where the great American globe 
trotter has not already comie: took a hasty 
glance; photographed everybody and every- 
thing with a snap camera or upon his 
majestic memory; chipped off a piece of 


the object or shrine for his collection; 
“made half a dozen notes with a_ stylo- 


grugpic pen for future reference; cut his 
name and the date of bis visit upon any 
available woodwork about the spot, or 
otherwise left his mark; and then with a 


“biff!” and “zip!” projected himself meteor- 


ically through space to the next pleasing 
or hideous object of interest. 

I have found one spot in Great Britain 
where there is at least no local record of 
the species. ‘The fact is a noteworthy one 
and the place itself possesses extraordinary 
interest. It-is called Ashby St. Ledgers. 
To be very definite regarding a locality so 
distinctive for its so far quite unknown 
beauties and interest, it is bat a tiny ‘‘vil- 
lage four miles north from Daventry, six- 
teen from Northampton, in the middivi- 
sion of the county of Northampton, hun- 
dred of Fawsley, petty sessional division 
anion and county court district of Daven- 
try, rural deanery of Daventry, archdea- 
conry of Northampton and diocese of Peter 
borough.”’ 

-The taxgatherers of the crown. have 
thus minutely located the village and par- 
ish, and to make it perfectly accessible to 
those who “do” Ireland, Seotland and 
England in one week or less it should be 
added that Ashby St. Ledgers is but fif- 
teen minutes’ walk westward from Wilton 
station, on the main line of the London 


and Northwestern railway from London to 


the noted school town of Rugby, and that 
the most famous conspiracy in English 


history, popularly known as ‘Guy Fawkes’ | 


Gunpowder Plot,” was concocted within 
the sunny, slumbrous pfecincts of its now 
crumbling and ivy covered walls. 

To the casual student of history the 
chief incidents of the plot may properly be 
récalled. Strippedof their usual bigoted 
verbiage, it was a plan originated by Sir 
Robert Catesby, lord of this very manor, 
and other malcontents, including Thomas 
Percy, Christopher and John Wright, 
Thomas and Robert Winter, one Bates, 
and their braver tool, Guido (or Guy) 
Fanx (or Fawkes), representing the ene- 
mies of James I, then recently elevated to 
the throne under the union of the English 
and Scottish crowns, and shortly there- 


~ after proclaimed king of Great Britain—to 


remove an obnoxious government in the 
concrete, king, lords and commons, at a 
single explosion of gunpowder, instead of 
‘by a great and protracted waste of gun- 
powder through prolonged and cruel civil 
war, through which an entire nation is 
often all but destroyed. _ 

This was probably the conspirators’ con- 
siderate and pleasans view of the matter. 


_y» They rented a fine cellar immediately un- 


jer parliament ‘house and succeeded in 
concealing within it thirty barrels and four 


hogsheads of gunpowder, “covered with. 


billets and faggots of wood, great iron bars, 
stones,”’ etc., besides young and ambitious 
Mr. Fawkes, “wrapped in a cloak and 
booted and spurred,” and provided with 
“adark lantborn andatinder boxe with 
which to set off the touchwood,” which, 
communicating with the thirty barrels and 
four hogsheads of gunpowgler, at the in- 
stant of the king’s convening parliament, 
Nov. 5, 1605, was expected to give imme- 
diate relief to the political situation. 
However, by means of an anonymous 


_ letter to Lord Monteagle, whom some one 


of the conspirators desired to save, the 
plot was discovered, young Mr. Fawkes, 
whom the pictures represent as having for 
sometime neglected his hair and beard, 
was dragged out of his mysterious sur- 
roundings, spread upon a convenient rack, 
inducing a confession, and shortly after 
hung; while Perey, @atesby, Winter and the 
two Wrights were chased from this place 
through Warwickshire to Holbeach, in

From the reign 
of King John to the latter part of the reigy 
of Edward III, this lordship was in the 
hands of the family De Crawford, when 
Emma, daughter of Robert de Crawford, 
carried it in marriage to John de Catesby, 
of Ladbroke, in Warwickshire. 

Sir William Catesby, a grandson of John, 
was one of the three favorites who ruled 
England under Richard III, the oth. 
ers. being Sir Richard Radcliffe and Vis- 
count Lovell, giving rise to the memorable 
distich: 

The rat, the cat and Lovell our dog, 

Rule all England ander the hog— 
The allusion to the “hog” referring to 
King Richard having adopted a boar as 
one of the heraldic supporters upon his 
regal @@cutcheon. For this poetical libel 
Collingbourne, its author, was ex peditious- 
ly “hanged, headed and quartered” on 
Tower Hill, London. 

Sir William Catesby obtained grants of 
various forfeited manors and lucrative 
wardships; and attending King Richard in- 
his last expedition against the Earl of Rich- 
mond, he wag taken prisover in Bosworth 
Field, fighting valiantly for his master, 
and ‘three days after was beheaded at 
Leicester. His lands were escheated to the 
crown and granted to Sir James Blount, 
but were restored by act of parliament to 
his son Georgein 1496. George Catesby, 
Esq., was succeeded by bis son William, a 
minor, who, dying without issue, the 
estates descended to his youngest brother; 
Richard, who was member from War- 
wickshire in the famous parliament which 
proved so destructive to the English mon- 
asteries. 

Sir William Catesby, grandson and suc- 
cessor of Richard, was cited vith others 
before the infamous court of star chamber 
in 1581, charged with harboring Jesuits 
and being present at a secret celebration 
of the mass, of which offenses they were 
convicted, Sir Robert Catesby, his son 
and successor, who originated the gun- 
powder plot on these grounds, lived, until 
pursued and shot to death at Holbeach, 
Staffordshire, in 1605,in this picturesque 
old manor house. 

Catesby’s estates having been confiscated 
by the crown, the lordship and advowson 
of the manor were granted, in 1611, to Sir 
William Irving én fee. They were subse- 
quently sold by Irving to Brian Danson 
and Ann, his wife,with whose descendants 
they continued until 1703, when they were 
purchased by Joseph Ashby, Esq., and 
from him they descended to the late Lady 
Senhouse, who, dying in 1850, left the prop- 
erty to her only surviving child, Captain 
William Senhouse, a bachelor and a.con- 
firmed woman hater. .On his decease, in 
1884, Major Humphrey Pockington Sen- 
house was called from his estates in Cum- 
berland to act as executor, and found to 
his surprise that the splendid old property 
had been devised tohim. Thisis along

convenient ,niches in which mendicant 
travelers could sit and appeal to passers 
for alms.

The manor house is believed to be nearly 
700 years old. its south and west fronts 
certainly date from the time of E 
Ill, They retain their original character, 
and are finished with. gables and an 
open parapet. The east front is modern- 
ized. In vbe hall of the most ancient por- 
tion every oak panel bears a now almost 
indistinguishable painting of a liead or an 
armorial device. Many portraits of the 
Catesbys are still intact. The entire in- 
teriorisa labyrinth of wainscoting, curi- 
ous sunken and secret repositories, dark 
old hallways, wondrously carved chimney 
pieces and fantastic stairways, balustrades 
and landings. It is believed that the cellars 
contain walled up secret passa to dis- 
tant places of exit, and in one T toned a 
huge stone altar, where formerly Christian 
England compelled the a to worship 
for fear of the gallows of Tower Hill.
